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N ninety-seven years of postal his- 
tory the stamps of the British 
empire have borne the portraits 
of five ruling sovereigns as the 
throne has passed down the line to the 
new head of the house of Windsor. Pre- 
vious kings and later princes and prin- 
cesses of the blood have had their fea- 
tures engraved into the myriad of post- 
age designs that have formed a fitting 
background for the royal procession. 

George VI comes to us now from the 
four corners of the globe and until a new 
king or queen is hailed by England he 
will enjoy the postal tribute known to his 
brother, Edward VIII; his father, George 
V; his grandfather, Edward VII, and his 
great-grandmother, Victoria. His daugh- 
ter, the Princess Elizabeth, the heiress 
to the rule over 500,000,000 people, 
doubtless now will come into a stamp 
design prominence second only to that of 
her father while Queen Elizabeth, born a 
commoner, already is taking her place 
beside the pictured monarch. 

Postage stamps have provided a family 
album for Britain’s royal family for al- 
most 100 years. Victoria, in three score 
years upon the throne, became one of the 
most pictured women in history and al- 
most every album traces her develop- 
ment from girlhood to old age. From the

penny black of 1840 to the Canadian 
Jubilees of 1897 there was such a flood 
of Victorian portraits, and most of them 
so beautifully done, that the stamp col- 
lector is rare indeed who cannot conjure 
up a mental image of the grand old lady 
at several periods of her life.

Even Albert, Victoria’s prince consort, 
appears in the album. Both Newfound- 
land and Canada paid him tribute. 
Queen Alexandra, wife of Edward VII; 
Queen Mary, Princess Mary, Prince Hen- 
ry, Prince George, Prince John, the Duke 
of Connaught, Victoria’s brother, and the 
little Princess Elizabeth all have had 
their places on stamps. The present king 
and his wife have been pictured as the 
Duke and Duchess of York. Out of the 
past have come portraits of William IV, 
Charles I and Queen Elizabeth.

Many sad hours have been known by 
England’s royal family since the death 
of Queen Victoria almost forty years ago. 
The present king was a very little chap 
at that time and born so remote from 
the throne that there must have been 
very few people who thought his chance 
of ever becoming king was more than a 
good wish. He was a rather frail child 
who stuttered and although possessed of 
the weighty title of His Royal Highness

Duke of York, Earl of Inverness and 
Baron Killarney, Knight of the Garter, 
the family called him “Bertie” for con- 
venience. 

He saw the great Victoria succeeded 
by his grandfather, Edward VII, and 
must have realized that his own position 
was of little importance for he was the 
younger son of a younger son and in 
England that was tantamount to obliv- 
ion. Had Edward VII ruled any length 
of time the whole story might have been 
different. But two deaths changed the 
picture. Bertie’s father was second in line 
to the throne, ahead of him was the 
Duke of Clarence, his elder brother. The 
duke died, Edward VII died and as if 
by magic Bertie’s father was crowned 
George V. Even so, Bertie was still a 
long way from becoming head of the 
family. His elder brother, David, the 
Prince of Wales, was not much older 
than he and his health was excellent. 
George V died two years ago and Bertie’s 
brother became Edward VIII.

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“Silly Billy’ Stamps 


When Queen Victoria ascended the 
British throne in 1837 she stepped ahead 
of a flock of illegitimate children of 
King William IV, her uncle. William, 
sometimes known as the “sailor king,” 
but more often as “Silly Billy,” had ruled 
but seven years and being mentally in- 
competent that was quite long enough 
for the English peovle. His domestic 
life had been about as dizzy as his po- 
litical career.

That William IV should have been 
given postal homage seems quite out of 
place until it is recalled that during his 
brief rule some progressive reforms were 
instituted by the English government 
and that his name was linked with the 
acts. Also he was the ruler at the time 
the Cayman Islands settlements were es 
tablished so, in 1932, he and King George 
V were pictured on the centenary set of 
that colony. Among the changes during 
the reign of “Silly Billy” was the aboli 
tion of slavery in the colonies, reorgani- 
zation of parliament, and reform of the 
poor laws and of the Irish church. A 
small portrait of William is included in 
the group of rulers on the centenary 
stamps of St. Helena. 





Few Own Jubilees 





The Jubilee stamps of King George V, 
into prominence again as the result of 
interest in the Coronation sets and the 
Edward VIII issues, are still something 
of an unknown quantity so far as num- 
bers produced. This in spite of the fact 
it has been two years since they were 
issued. Complications have arisen be 
cause there were second and even third 
printings and the final figures have not 
reached stamp dealers. 

If the original printing had been the 
end of the business the maximum num 
ber of complete sets could not have ex 
ceeded 17,100 for that was the number 
of 6d Gold Coast, the shortest printing 
on the original orders. However, pro- 
duction of this stamp was increased and 
some other very probably has become the 
short one. Even so, there is good rea- 
son to believe that so far as complete 
sets are concerned, few of the millions 
of stamp collectors in the world are able 
to boast owning this remarkable series.

The souvenir S.P.A. sheet is ex- 
pected to be the same design but 
cannot be confirmed as yet. All 
information is unofficial but from a 
reliable source. 











Two stamps were taken from the Phi- 
latelic Agency list at the close of busi- 
ness May 4. They were the California 
Pacific International Exposition com- 
memorative issue and the Arkansas Cen- 
tennial commemorative. 

The first was placed on sale at the San 
Diego post office and at the branch office 
on the exposition grounds, May 29, 1935. 
The printing reached 100,000,000. The 
Arkansas stamp first was placed on sale 
at the post office at Little Rock, June 
15, 1936. There were 75,000,000 of these 
stamps printed. 


Post office officials announced May 
12 that the 5-cent Army stamp was de- 
signed by Capt. L. E. Schick, at present 
an officer at West Point. Alvin R. Meiss- 
ner, Department of Printing and En- 
graving staff artist, designed the Navy 
5-cent commemorative.

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Another Coronation 


One of the best known stamps through- 
out the world was issued June 15, 1904, 
to mark the coronation of Peter I of 
Serbia. A fantastic story that the head 
of King Alexander I, murdered the pre- 
vious year, could be found ingeniously 
hidden in the design by the engraver, 
still helps to sell this stamp to beginning 
collectors. 

By a stretch of the imagination dis- 
torted human features can be seen form- 
ing a part of the two faces if the stamp 
is turned upside down. 

Naturally, the story is untrue as is the 
often circulated yarn that the issue was 
withdrawn as soon as the “face’’ was dis- 
covered. The design was engraved by 
Eugene Mouchon, a Frenchman, and 
many years ago he issued a denial that 
he had incorporated anything sinister in 
the medallion. G. Jovanovich was the 
artist, the French government stamp 
printing office at Paris the printer. 
Forgeries of the stamps are known.

The discovery of the “hidden face” 
was made by J. H. Lyons of Boston 
and soon was being repeated in newspa- 
pers and magazines the world over. 

The engraver at once wrote the fol- 
lowing letter to the Serbian minister at 
Paris: 

“Your excellency must have noticed 
the reports circulating in the press re- 
garding the Serbian coronation stamps, 
according to which Queen Natalie and I 
are represented as having connived to 
produce a lugubrious effigy upon these 
stamps. I have never had direct or in- 
direct relations with her majesty. I know 
her only by the name she has made in 
literature and by the triple sorrow with 
which she has been afflicted, as queen, 
as wife and as mother. Nothing author- 
izes me to refuse her the profound re- 
spect which everyone owes her, and to 
believe her capable of the act of which 
she is accused.

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Royal Procession 


Five steps down the ladder of English 
royal history has, coincidentally, been the 
history of postage stamps. Upon the 
stamps that picture the five monarchs of 
the period one may trace the develop- 
ment of design and production of post- 
age. 





From the engraved, and stately penny 
black to the lithographed and soft sheen 
of the second Edwards and Georges is 
the long road of progress. From the 
hand press of 1840 to the big rotaries of 
1937 is the year after year effort to bring 
to perfection the production of a bit of 
paper scarcely larger than your thumb- 
nail. 


Edward VII Design 


King Edward VII of Great Britain did 
not have a coronation issue of stamps 
but he came pretty close to the postal 
tribute that is being accorded his grand- 
son, George VI. The Edward stamps of 
Canada show the monarch in his corona- 
tion robes with the Tudor crowns and 
Canadian maple leaves as symbolic of 
the close relations of England, and the 
North American possession. 

Incidentally, the Edward design was 
the work of King George V who, at that 
time, was the Prince of Wales and royal 
president of the London Philatelic Soci 
ety. He not only selected the photo 
graph to be used as a model but indi 
cated the lay-out of the frame. 


Coronation Postmarks 


Special canceling dies have been 
placed in use in Canada as part of the 
Coronation observance. The design is the 
British flag and Coronation inscription.

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Second Stamp Tribute 





The promised commemorative stamp 
for Alaska will be the second issue to 
focus public attention on the largest pos- 
session of the United States. Unlike 
the other three territories—Hawaii, Vir- 
gin Islands and Porto Rico—to figure in 
the special issue, Alaska has had no 
previous postal history of its own al- 
though it was owned by Russia for some 
years after adhesive postage came into 
general use. The other commemorative 
stamp referred to was the now quite de 
sirable Alaska-Yukon issue of 1909, a 
publicity idea for the Alaska-Yukon Ex- 
position held at Seattle, Wash. 

Alaska has proved itself one of the 
greatest investments in national history. 
Obtained from Russia in March, 1867, 
for the trifling sum of $7,200,000 its re- 
sources seem to be beyond the estimate 
of man. It will forever remain a me- 
morial to the vision of William H. Sew- 
ard, who became secretary of state under 
President Lincoln and who is pictured 
on the Alaska-Yukon stamp. Not only 
has gold, silver, tin, copper and coal min- 
ing been developed but agriculture, fish- 
ing and fur trapping are prosperous in- 
dustries. 

The history of the country goes back 
to 1579 when Russian explorers first 
sighted the coast. With the exception of 
holding the country as a source of furs, 
the Russians did little with Russian 
America, as it was called. There was 
limited exploration and a few settlements 
but there was never any serious effort 
to develop the resources. Seward han- 
dled the details of the purchase and also 
named the new territory by corrupting 
the Aleut words ‘‘alakshak” or “alayeha,” 
which mean “great country or conti- 
nent.” 

Seward’s purchase was not a popular 
one in this country and it was not until 
the gold rushes of 1897-99 that the enor- 
mity of the bargain was realized.

ITHIN a few weeks collectors 

expect to be purchasing United 

States postage stamps dedi 

cated to Uncle Sam’s Atlantic 
Ocean outpost—the Virgin Islands. As 
yet the post office department has not 
selected the design for this commemo- 
rative which is to be one of several pay- 
ing philatelic tribute to our outlying 
territories, Hawaii, Porto Rico, Alaska 
and the Virgin Islands. 

Perhaps it would be well to refresh 
our memories on a few points in the his- 
tory of these valuable possessions and 
because the Virgins date back to the 
time of Columbus we will find much of 
romance in their control by various world 
powers. 

Columbus discovered the island group 
on his second voyage to America in 1493, 
landing at St. Croix on Nov. 14. A small 
detachment of his crew pursued some 
exploration and reported that there were 
more than fifty islands in the vicinity. 
The name “St. Ursula and the 11,000 
Virgins” was given the islands. The 
legend of the saint and the virgins had 
its foundation is a misinterpretation of a 
Latin manuscript which described the 
martyrdom of two nuns named Ursula 
and Undecimella who were captured and 
killed by the Huns in the year 384. The 
name Undecimella was mistaken for the 
Latin undecimmille, which means 11,000. 
Columbus evidently hit upon the legend 
as descriptive of the large island of St. 
Croix and its many small neighbors. 

The islands were inhabited in 1493 by 
a race of Indians but these later disap- 
peared and it is suggested that they were

carried off to work in the mines of His- 
paniola. 


SURVIVAL OF STRONG 

Danish, English, Dutch and French 
settlers went to the islands during the 
seventeenth century but trouble brewed 
more or less constantly and finally the 
English were left in complete occupation 
for about five years. The early history 
of the islands was the history of all the 
West Indies, the strong survived, the 
weak perished. Spaniards ousted the 
English, Dutch attempted to take St. 
Croix from the Spanish, French wrested 
control from the Spaniards and then sold 
the island to the Knights of Malta, a 
religious organization. The knights sold 
to the French West India Company and 
that concern lost to Louis XIV who took 
in the island as a crown colony on a bad 
debt. 


About 1684 the Danes entered the 
colonization picture by establishing a set- 
tlement on St. Johns which led to their 
eventual control of the island group. By 
armed force and by purchase the Danish 
West India Company fixed itself solidly 
on St. Croix, St. Johns and St. Thom- 
as and did not relinquish its rule until 
purchase of the islands by King Freder- 
ick V of Denmark in 1754. Twice after 
that England seized the islands but both 
times restored them to Denmark, the last 
time in exchange for Heligoland. 


A COSTLY DELAY 


The Civil War convinced the federal 
government that the United States 
should have a naval base in the West 
Indies and in 1867 virtually all details 
of the purchase of the Virgin Islands was 
completed. The King of Denmark had 
even issued a proclamation to the inhab- 
itants informing them of the sale. But 
the bargain failed of ratification in the 
United States senate and what could 
have been had in 1867 for $7,500,000 was 
permitted to slip away. During the Span- 
ish American War another treaty was 
negotiated at an even better price— 
$5,000,000—but again it failed of ratifi- 
cation, this time in the upper house of 
the Danish government. In 1917 the 
long delayed purchase was completed— 
at a price of $25,000,000. 

The hectic history of the Virgin Is- 
lands would not be complete without 
some reference to that period when the 
isles were the lurking places of such 
notorious sea criminals as Edward Teach, 





best known as Black Beard. On §&t. 
Thomas there still stands a fortress-like 
building which is known as Black Beard’s 
castle and the inhabitants of the Virgins 
have many legends to tell of hard men 
who led hard lives on the waters of the 
West Indies. 


Of the four outlying possessions of the 
United States that are to receive postal 
homage, three have had previous postal 
history. The Virgins, as the Danish 
West Indies, enjoyed use of their own 
stamps from 1855 until 1917 and the 
emissions of the last century provide an 
excellent field for specialization. Even 
the Standard Catalogue, which does not 
recognize a multitude of foreign minor 
varieties, lists no fewer than fifty-four 
variations among the seven general types 
that were in use during that period. 
The normal and inverted frames peculiar 
to Danish stamps enter into the study 
of some of the West Indies issues.

The successful stamp club is the club 
that offers its membership an interesting 
session every time its meetings are called 
to order. Club officers should realize 
that, as masters of ceremonies, they face 
the stiffest kind of competition that 
ranges from movies to radio to motoring. 
If their organization is to attract stamp 
collectors away from other diversions 
they must offer inducement. 

Fortunately, the men and women and 
children who visit a stamp club do so 
because they want to. They long for as- 
sociation with those of kindred interest, 
they hope to increase their knowledge of 
things stampic, they want the oppor- 
tunity to exchange, to buy, to sell the 
items in which they are interested and— 
this is important—they want to go home 
feeling that their evening has been spent 
pleasantly.

COLOMBIAN REPUBLIC—Gibbons’ Stamp 
Monthly gives some interesting information on 
the recent Olympic and Barranquilla Exhibi- 
tion issues of this country. We quote: ‘“‘The 
stamps were supposed to be issued when the 
games commenced—Dec. 20-—-but by then had 
not even arrived in Colombia. They reached 
the coast a day or so later and were rushed 
by plane to Bogota and were about to be 
placed on sale when it was discovered that 
the necessary decree had not been signed by 
the president.’’” The president meantime had 
left for Barranquilla. After chasing him to 
Barranquilla, thence to Cartagena and back to 
Bogota the authorities gave up in disgust and 
decided not to issue the stamps as the games 
were almost over. Finally, to make a long 
story short, after much pressure was brought 
to bear and many delays the stamps were 
placed on sale at 4 p. m. on Jan, 4.

DENMARK—Booklet Panes. Chronicled in 
our notes of March 13. Gibbons’ Monthly sup- 
plement lists the regular postage stamps that 
appear in these booklets as separate varieties, 
as the 5 ore value is in a new shade of green 
and the 10 ore value is in brown, a new color 
which has not yet appeared in sheet form. 
We have received a complete booklet from R.
